WED ithe growth of manufacturing 
N__OF | industries, which originally were 


ówned and managed by their pro- 
prietors, but called: for 
services of expert. managers as 
they. expanded and became 
more complex. Next ‘came 
the days of limited liability 
companies, of impersonal owner- 
ship, and, consequently, of 
increasing: reliance on expert 
managers and business admihis- 
trators. The third stage of transi- 
tion from feudalism to capitalism, 
and to an increase of managerial 
control and authority, arrived 
with the organisation of ‘the 
industrial. monopolies, . interlock- 
ing commercial undertakings, and 
international cartels, whose 
managers now command emolu- 
ments far in excess of those 
enjoyed by other members of the 
community. Thus within a com- 
paratively few years, the powers 
and prestige of the ancien régime 
of land-owning aristocracy have 
become subordinate to the com- 
anding influence of a new race of 


in the technology of industrial 
and commercial enterprise. Find-' 
ing its highest expression in the 
“ totalitarian ” organisation of 
industry, and thereby paving the 
| way to Fascist systems of govern- 
ment, the trend to managerial 
control exerted a great and grow- 
ing influence on the conduct of 
government even in countries 
with an established tradition of 
democracy. 

Such, broadly, is the back- 
ground against which statesmen 
now are called on to study what 
may be-described as the dangers 
of bureaucratic rule—to discover 
some safe kind of. compromise 
between the voice of the people 
-and the voices of officialdom. As 
social’ services continue to ex- 
pand, legislation becomes ever 
more complicated, with the result 
that representative bodies are 
compelled, to: delegate many of 
nop theeag traditional. powerss..and..re- | 
sponsibilities’ to’ official agencies. 
Thus, powers to make, as well 
as to administer, laws have 
passed into the hands of State- 


directors, and commissioners, 
whose highly specialised know- 
ledge is deemed to be necessary 
for the discharge of the duties 
that hitherto fell to parliamentary 
and judicial authorities. In other 
fields of ’activity that were once 
the preserve of private enterprise 
—such as housing, transport, in- 
surance and banking—Govern- 
ments have taken over control, 
and have assigned their powers 
to’ State-appointed managers and 
boards. Moreover, now that they 
have accepted responsibility for 
all that is implied in plans for 
“ full employment,” the range and 
variety of managegial controls 
must be increased considerably. 
So,sinevitably; will come a greater 
demand for the services of men 
who at once are experts in the 
arts of administration and in the 
fields of physical and social
